He pointed 
out the possibilities there were in the 
DeBolt district for the development of 
forage crops and a live-stock program 
such as the people are attempting to 
carry on in the district. He mentioned 
the possibilities there were for the 
marketing of grain through the rais- 
ing of cattle and hogs. 

Mrs. Thomson spoke of the things 
she saw in the women’s building at 
the Regina Show, where emphasis was 
laid on the making of articies of use 
for the home. She described some of 
the displays of the Canadian prov- 
inces and other parts of the world.

The reason that he had not 
been here before was that it was im- 
possible to get him. 

Continuing, the M.L.A, said that the 
people in this country were always 
willing to hear men from the outside. 
Mr, Speakman was one of the prin- 
cipals in founding the C. c. F, and 
drawing up the platform on which the 
organization stands, The great ex- 
periment being made by the United 
States, while not identical with the 
platform of the C. Cc. F., followed 
along the same lines. 

Mr, Allen observed that he was not 
going to offer an opinion and he asked 
the audience to hear what Mr, Speak- 
man had to say. As the time was 
limited, Mr. Allen said that he would 
discuss provincial matters at the dif- 
ferent points at future dates, 

Mr. Speakman, who was then intro- 
duced, expressed his pleasure at being 
able to see for the first time the 
great Peace River country.

Then in years Mr. Pursell is no 
longer a young man, for he is in his 
73rd year. How many men 73 years 
old would tickle the job of digging up, 
by hand a town lot, planting it, keep- 
ing it in a high state of cultivation, 
with not a weed permitted to grow, 
do their own cooking and housework, 
and earn their living as carpenters, 
joiners and makers of coffins? In 
addition to that, last winter he picked 
over and graded the 30-pound sample 
of field peas that won eighth prize at 
Regina, Count three for uniqueness. 

A visit to his carpenter shop is in- 
teresting,--and pleasant, if one over- 
looks the grim suggestiveness of the 
covered coffin. Mr. Pursell still has 
many of the carpenter tools he bought 
in England soon after finishing his 
apprenticeship, They are sturdy tools 
of sterling workmanship and have 
stood the gaff of several decades of 
constant use. One ripsaw has been 
sharpened so often that it is now half 
the width it was when new and looks 
more like keyhole saw than any- 
thing else. However, it is a fine 
piece of steel and still does good work. 


Mr. Pursell, like many more wise 
men, has a hobby. His hobby is the 
growing of peas. Peas to him are not 
merely something that grow in a pod 
and can be eaten. He looks upon the 
vines as living, breathing plants, to 
be thoughtfully taken care of and 
well nourished; to be protected from 
robbers in the form of weeds. Gar- 
den peas, with the added flavor of 1+ 
sprig of mint, he looks upon as a dish 
fit for the gods Peas, he says, are 
valuable food for man and beast, and 
a product the Peace River country is 
supremely suitable to grow. “They do 
better here in Wembley than in Eng- 
jand,” he said. Which is the greatest 
praise an Englishman can bestow. At
